Coaunlttee  of  Kcm\  Kntatr 

Grapple  With  I^ropoaitlaa, 


The  Victoria  Real  Batata  Board, 
after  carefully  considering  the  whole 
question  of  the  reverted  lands  of  the 
city,  haa  decided  to  appolM  a  oom- 
■Uttee  to  laveatlsata  the  whole  preb- 
lem.  Their  reeemmendatlona  will  ba 
preeented  to  the  board  for  endoraa- 
ment  In  thla  way  It  la  hoVed  to 
Ket  a  good  working  plan  that  will  be 
acceptal.lr  to  the  City  Council,  and 
which  may  become  the  policy  of  the 
city  with  reepett  to  thla  vaaed  ^aes 

tlon. 

This  waa  the  ooncluaion  reached  at 
the  aecond  meaUog  of  the  board  held 
yeeterday  noon  in  ooanaotlon  with  lu 
luneheon.  At  a  prevloua  aaaetlag,  at- 
tended by  repreaentathre  ownera  of 
property  In  the'dty,  general  opinion 
waa  ezpresaed  that  the  present  situa- 
tion wa.i  far  from  desirable.  Yt-Bter- 
day'n  meellnif  rolteraleif  the  aLand  of 
those  who  had  apoken  on  the  aubject 
at  the  prevloua  aathrrlnn,  and  a  reso- 
lution was  adopted  condemnatory  of 
the  praaent  ntethoda  of  handling  the 
question  of  reverted  laada 

The  reeeat  vtalt  of  Sir  Henry 
Thoratoh  aad  other  C.N.R.  ofHelale 
waa  referred  to  by  Mr.  Jamea  For- 
man,  the  chairman,  who  apoke  optl- 
mlatically  of  the  situation  aa  out- 
lined by  the  president  of  the  railway 
It  was  tlm<^  for  action  on  the  part 
of  the  city  to  get  fuller  development 
of  the  territory  tributary  to  the  city 
The  harbor  facilities  that  had  been 
provided  here  ahould  be  uaed  to  the 
f  ttlleit  esUat  in  building  up  the  ahlp- 
ping  trade.  He  alladad  ta  the  need 
of  a  eapahle  harbor  eomaataelen. 

The  oueetlon  of  the  reverted  lands 
waa  brought  to  *  head  by  the  Intro- 
duction of  a  resolution  on  motion  of 
Mr  H're<l  IjtmlaberK  and  iMr.  K.  H 
Pemberton,  contending  that  the  pres- 
ent method  of  dealing  with  the  landa 
waa  hot  in  the  best  Interests  of  the 
city.    The  resolution  read  as  follows: 

"Ba  it  reapived,  that  It  la  the  con- 
aldered  opinion  of  the  Vleterla  Real 
Seute  Board  thai,  the  praaent  prac- 
tlea  of  eelllng  rarerted  |a)ida  ia  de 
atructlve  of  real  eat  ate  values,  and 
that  the  City  Coanoil  be  strongly  re- 
auaated  to  give  full  consideration  to 
any  suggeatlon  or  any  offer  made 
with  a  view  to  restoration  of  ahrunken 
values,  and  fully  t»  explore  every 
avenue  to  that  cn4>^ 

Aid.  K.  Uewar.  a  member  of  the 
reverted  laada  eommittae  of  the  City 
coaaell,  «rha  waa  preaeat  by  inriu- 
tion,  aald  he  aad  the  other  membere 
of  the  committee  wlahed  to  co-oper- 
ate In  every  way  with  the  real  aetata 
men  in  endeavora  to  find  the  beat 
nipihod   of  handlInK     thla  question. 

waa  an  Idea,  he  aald,  that  there 
WMa  friction  between  the  two  bedlee, 
but  aa  far  ss  the  committee  waa  aaa- 
oerned.  this  was  an  error.
